‘The Antiquity, aad Rife of the 
Venereal Difeafe. 


Bout the original defcent of this 
A malady, Writers do much differ 
and vary io their. opinions: fome 
would have it a vzew Difeafe;, others 
plead for its Amtiquitys fome would 
have it to take its rife from this, Na- 
tion and Country , others from. ano- 
ther Region: that you.may.be ac- 
guainted with the feveral per{wafions 
of learned grave Authors touching this 
matter 5 I fhall give you fome brief 
account of their different judgments 
in this point, worth your obfervation, 
and then abfira? my own determina- 
tion, from the moft walid reafons and 
probability of truth. 

Some will have this Difeafe to take 
its rife at the Frezch Camp before Na- 
ples, in the year 1494. and till then 
was not known: others will have the 
Weft-Indie to be its native place,

Fourthly, That the venereal Evil 
is no new Difeafe, as fome do ima- 
gine, but antiques, though not men- 
tioned by Hippoc. Galen, and the-An- 
cients under thofe Titles it now goes 
by 5 yet the fymptoms.of thofe Di- 
feafes, which they defcribe, are ver 
like to thofe belonging to this malady, 
and probably might iffue from the 
fame precuring caufes, and {fprout 
forth from the fame Seminary. 
Fifthly, That the variation of fome 
fymptoms now in this Difeafe, by time, 
perfons, or places, is not fufficient to 
denominate it zew, except you can 
find out a ze radix, or {pring from 
whence it doth arife; for, elfe all Di-

Sixthly, That the venereal Pox be- 
ing fomething changed and.altered in 


the fymptoms now ‘from -what ‘it was | 


at its firft breaking forth at the Seige 
of Naples, or rather their more plain 
difcovery in Exrope3 may; pon good 
grounds be fuppofedto.have then not 
its rife, but augmentation and aggrava- 
tion, {ince many and molt of ‘the at- 
tending fymptoms ,were obferved by 
the ancients long, before. 

Seventhly, That this Vexereal ma- 
lady was not fo familiar, was not fo 
much noted and inquired into before 
the Seige of Naples 5 but being brought 
Over 
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over from America as an additional 
taint to propagate and {pread more 
plentifully in Europe, and to make it 
more fieree and raging, which bulied 
the heads of Phyfcians to inquire more 
nicely into the matter, to denominate 
it peculiarly, to ivvent methods for 
Cure, and new Medicines. 


CHAP. Ill. 


The Progrefs and propagation of 


the Venereal Lues into feveral 


Countries. 


LuisVener; FN giving you the Hiflorical Narra- 
biflorica tive of this Difeafe, we fhalltake 
~” our rife but from the year 1492. about 
which time the Spaniards made a Voy- 
age under the conduct of Columbus in- 
to America, to difcover that part of 

the unknown World. 

And although this Zwes bears an 
ancienter date, and derives its Pede- 
eree far before that time, yet we have 
fo little account of it recorded by 
Writers, that 1t will not well admit 
of a Narration. But after this expedz- 

Heh tion 
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tion of the Spaniards it became fo no- 
torious, that many fince have {pent 
their judgments in remarking what 
was molt confiderable and obvious to 
their reafons, in the various paflages 
that frequently occurred. We muft 
then in this part of our difcourfe, de- 
pend upon the credit of 4zthors, and 
collect the Hiffortcal Account from 
the molt nae debe: Writers. 

The Spazdéards arriving tn that Sep- 
tentrional pare of America, about the 
latitude of Florida (where confident- 
Ln tis reported this Lves 1s exdemical ) 
they foon gat the taint of this Di- 
feafe, and after a year or two roving 
there, in 1494. they returned home 
well fraught with this Indian Com- 
modity 5 and no fooner they were 
landed in Spaiz, but another expedi- 
tion was provided for them, and they 
were difpatcht away to relieve Na- 
ples, which was then befieged with a 
great Army of French, under the 
Command of Charles the Eighth of 
France. 

The city being diftrefled for pro- 
vifions, eafed themfelves of fome of 
their fuperflnous Women (of the wor- 
fer fort we may well imagine) fuch 

as 


b 
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as were over-ridden and notably fea- 
foned with the Indian Itch, and {ent 
them into the Befiegers Camp, where 
they were entertained as welcom va- 
riety, and we may eafily believe they 
did not fpare to ufe them fufliciently 5 
Souldiers are not nice in this point, 
(elpecially where Women are {carce,) 
and here could be no good choice to 
-pick and chufe, but bad enough was 
the beit. 

Thefe Courtizans fo fauced the 
French, that in a (hort time this Vene- 
real Lwes raged throughout the Camp, 
and for an aggravation of the matter, 
the det of the French Army did not 
a little contribute to add to the fury 
of this Difeafe; for being ftrezghtned 
for food, as there was great /carcity of- 
flefo chiefly in the whole Country, 
the Vidfwallers that provided for the 
Army, amongft the Boars flefh that 
was appointed and’ commonly bar- 
relled up for the Leaguer 5 did mix 
therewith the flefh of dead Men,thefe 
two having gréat fimilitudes, fo that 
the cheat paft undifcovered for fome 
time, | 

And this report we have from Fio- 
ravantus a famous) Italian Empericks 

who 
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who received this relation ftom a Nea- 
politaz, whofe Father was a Viualler 
to the Army of <Alphonfo King of 
Naples. 

And it is likewife reported that in 
that part of the Weft-Indies, where 
this Lues is epidemical; that thofe peo- 
ple are dxthropophagi eaters of Mans 
fleth. 

And the forenamed Author Fiora- 
> vantus, to fatisfy himfelf what effec 
would follow upon a Creature feed- 
ing upon its own kind, did feed a Hog 
at his own Houfe,with Hogs-flefh ming- 
Jed with other meat, and within a 
few days the brifles and hair came off, 
and Pujiuls arofé in the flefh. After 
that (he faith) he took a Dog and 
fed him for two Months with Dogs-flefh 
only, and great pains feifed him,with 
Pufiels and fhedding of his-hair. 

Whether the eating of Mans fleth. 
were fufficient to create the Pox, I 
fhall not affirm 5 but this upon good 
grounds I may conclude, that if the 
ftory be true, as that the French were 
fo abufed with Mans fleth for their 
food, it could not but highly exafpe- 
rate the taint of the Indiaz Pox and 
Scurvy, which two fhaking hands. tos 

C gether, 
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gether, the refult muft be fomething 


extraordinary 3 and indeed fo it pro- 
ved by its ‘tractable fiercenels and 
truculency, which ina fhort time de- 
voured fome thoufands of the Frevcb:

sncreafed it there, that it became to

ters, but muft be communicated to

The Spaniards having a propricty 
and great intercourfe with the Nether- 
lands , tran{ports this Difeafe with 
their Souldiery , and f{preads tt very 
plentifully amongft the Duich.

Tc 
comment and inlarge upon every ex- 
travagant opinion, would give the 
Reader more trouble than profit 5 
therefore in fhort, I only name fome 
of them and pafs on; others [ infilt up- 
on, that you may be acquainted with 
the variety of perfwafions upon this 
fubject, whereby you will be better 
able to eftablifh and fix your judg- 
ment, when you meet with the 
truth. 

After all we come now to inquire 
of Sexnertus, one fufficiently known 
to be a judicious grave Writer, that 
hath gleaned up many good notions 
that lies {cattered here and there in 
antique and modern Writings; belides 
the additions and improvements of his 
own, that are very learned and con- 
fiderable. This Author after he had 
perpended various opinions concern- 
ing the nature and caufes of this sza- 
lady, {ets down his judgment of it in 
this definition.

I need not render it in Englith, be- 
ing very plain and intelligible to the 
meanef{t Capacities in the Latine 
tongue: as for others I doubt the 
difcourfe will not be very beneficial. 
We will examine this defizition in the 
feveral parts diftinctly , as coming 
from one whofe authority perfwades 
much, being a general approved Au- 
thor for Couducf in practices his works 
fummarily comprifing the moft and 
beft of what hath been written before 
him: But fince his time, we have 
had great difcoveries, and much of 
that Dottrine is laid afide by the molt 
ingenious fceptical Philofopbers of this 
Age: And had that laborious Author 
been fo fortunate as to be acquainted 
with what fome notable heads are 
mafters of now; I doubt not but he 
would have reformed his works, re- 
built phy fick and laid it upon another 
foundation: therefore let none think 
at 
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it ftrange , to fet afide this Authors 
opinions though a man of great worth 
and induftry in his time: to the pur- 
pofe in hand then. 

Eft morbas occultus. 

Sennertus here adhering to the 
Doctrine of occult and manifeft qua- 
lities, and not finding the nature of 
the Vexereal Lues amongft the mani- 
fefé qualities , affigns it to an occult. 
Which indeed is as much as to fay, 
I know not of what nature the Vene- 
real Lues is: and herein confents with 
our Author, Adizadous, Fernelius, Mer- 
catus, and others, as to the occult na- 
tures yet they differ about it, whe- 
ther a quality or fubfiance. But I fee 
no reafon why we fhould take fhelter 
under this 4/jlum 7gnorantie ; that 
this Lwes fhould be occult in its nature, 
fince it does difcover it {elf by mani- 
felt Characters refulting from its pe- 
culiar nature, as Govorrhea, Puftuls, 
Ulcers, Ge. and when we come to 
Philofopbzfe uponthefe, we may trace 
them in their caufation as far, and 
with as much fatisfaGion, as we can 
do any other Difeafe'arifing from 
manifef? qualities, as they call themi. 
The Sro#e'and worms are not a 
tee 
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ted occult Difeafes, yet when they 
come to render an account of their 


production, they will meet with as 


many difficulties, as im laying open 
the nature of the Vexereal Lués 3 and 
Spiritus Virulefcens may be as good 
Philofophy and as evident and plain, 
as Spiritus Lapidefiens and Lumbrifi- 
cans; and fo they are equally mani- 
feft and no more occuit, the one nor 
the other. As for the Generation of 
Stones, it 1s very learnedly difcour- 
fed by a late * Writer, worth your 
perufal. 

Who knows any thing more in 
Caufes, than what is difcoveréd and 
manifelt tous by the effedés: weknow 
nothing 2 priori; and if fo, then I 
can feeno reafon but that the Venereal 
Lues is as truly to be accounted a wa- 
nifeje Difeafe, as a common Feaver. 
Ido not fay that all Difeafes are 
equally manifelt and difcoverable alike 
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of petrifi- 


cation. 


to all perfons; in regard fome Difea- 


{es are more rare and infrequent, not 
obvious to every eye 3 and fome are 
more z#tricate, implicite, and zataneled 
with other Difeafes 5 therefore not 
fo eafily to be determined of, becaufe 
fometimes difguifed with other com- 

D plicated 
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plicated affects, of a femiotic or fig- 
nal affinity, as the Pox and Scurvy 3 
not to be judged of by common 
heads: but this isnot fufficient to give 
a denomination of occult, but only of 
difficult. Therefore true it is, this 
Lues isnota wanifeft Difeale to every 
Emperick,, (though impudently they 
undertake it, and as imprudently fome 
refign. themfelves into fuch hands to 
be abufed) nor yet to every legal 
Profeffor it is not fo patent in its na- 
ture, as fome other Difeafes , but to 
the moft acute fagacious Phylician, it 
lies open and difcoverable asa Feavor, 
in its zature and diagnoflick figns. 

A Feaver (you'l fay) 1s eafily known 
by a preterzatural heat and burning, 
which is manifeft; and likewife I fay 
the Vezereal Lues is as eafily knowa 
(to an expert Phyfician) by a Gozor- 
rhea, Pains, Puftuls, Scabs, Cc. But 
here is the difference a Feaver is 
known (inthe common titular notion 
only) by feat alone, which is but one 
fignal: the Pox by a fyuzdrome or 
concurrence of many. So likewile the 
Scurvy, Plague, and others are not ma- 
nifefted by a (izgle diagnoftic, but by 
a Convent conienting. Butthis Feaver 
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which is fo eafie to be known and ap- 
parent by heat. (as you fay) If [ in- 


quire of you the true nature thereof, 


what this preterwatural .beat is, and 
how it does kindle, from what pria- 
ciple, and where the radix or fomes 
morbi 1s 5 | fear that this Feaver will 
be an occult Difeafe alfo, to a great 
many of our Profeffors, who knows 
nothing beyond. tradition, and the 
old erroneous Doétrine of Feavers. 
A Feaver takes its denomination 
from heat, a general fignal which at- 
tends all forts of Feavers : but if you 
know no more of a Feaver than what 
this common Charaéer does difcover 
and manifeft, your knowledge is very 
fhallow , and avails little to adapt a 
Cure thereby 5 for Feavers are as dif- 
serent as the Caufes from whence they 
arife 5 and they are many, their na- 
ture very different and various, and 
as fecret in their Caufes as this Lzes, 
requiring a diferent method of Cure : 
Colds , heats, repletion of indigefled 
matter, objiructions, furfits, difcordant 
food, intemperate drinking, watchings, 
{mall Pox, Worms, and the verminois 
patredinous matter of which they are 
generated, gc, which Feavers are 
D 2 | more 
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more abftrufe in their Canfes,and little 
thought of im their Cures; whereby 
the common way of Curing Feavers 
becomes fo fatal to many : and this 
I am perfwaded to believe, from the 
imprudent irrational praCtice, that 
moft commonly is ufed inthe Cure of 
Feavers, by bleeding, bliftering,; and 
Julips: for didthey underftand aright 
what it is that does effuate and raifeth 
a febril heat, and the occaftonal caufes 
or provocation thereto , tacy would 
take more proper courfes for reme- 
dy, and inftitute other manners of 
Cure 5 but of this more at large elfe- 
where, therefore I pafs on, that I may 
not difjoint our main intended dif- 
courfe with too long digreflions. 

The generating of Worms in Mans 
body, is muftered up amongft the 
manifeft Difeafes: but this ftrange 
production is not to beafcribed to any 
of the manifefd qualities; therefore 
lumebrification 1s as occult as the vene- 
veal virulency 5 and oftentimes is a 
more latent and abftrufe Difeafe, for 
asmuch as the /ywptoms or preterna- 
tural effects attending, are common 
to many other Difeafes, not diftin- 
guifhable certainly to. whom they be- 


long,

From this difcourfe’ (wherein I 
might have enlarged if it were necef- 
fary)) we may fet afide the occult na- 
ture of the Vexereal Difeafe, and al- 
low it to be as manifest as other Di- 
feafes to judicious men; being fo well 
known by the énfible products. and 
apparent effects that follow and aflurge 
from thence: and other Difeafes are 
difcovered in like manner, 2 poste- 
riorvi 5 which gives occafion to dif- 
courfe of and affign their caufes, from 


the greate(t probabilities and ftrongeft 


per{wafions of reafon. Now we fhall 
difmifs this, and come to the next 
confiderable in the definition.

Our Author here determines and 
diftinguifheth the Vewereal Lues, by a 
peculiar malignity ; which (being the 
Constitutive fpecific. difference in the 
definition) muft be underftood as 
the proper infeparable diftinguifhing

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every individual pérfon feized with 
this Difeafe : arid according to this 
Doctrine are the Cures promifcuoufly 
inftituted, and appointed. without di-

As for 
the remaining part of this Authors de- 
finition, we hall not profecute here, 
fince that matter falls under diftind 
heads, that I-controvert in their pro- 
per places: viz. the Section of Cox- |

Several other Writers there are 
that I might aximadvert on; butthat 
would be tao tedious, and! think fu- | 
perfluous 5 fince their judgments are | 
much | 
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much involved with thofe already re- 
cited. And having thus given you 
the opinions of fome exinent Wri- 
ters, concerning the zature of this 
Lues, and my reafons in fhort for dif- 
fenting from them 3 I come now to 
declare my own thoughts freely, and 
to be pofitive in determining the mat- 
ter. And here I fhall not define this 
Difeafe, per genus & differentiam (the 
common rule of definitions.) which 
being tooangufta method will put me 
upon fome unavoidable errors 3: but I 
fhall take fucha latitude as beft ferves 


my purpofe, to explicate and dete 


the difficule and various nature of 
this grand evils in its contagious and 
“on contagious Generations 5 modes 
of propagation; various appearances; 
fallacious difguife and latency 5 fero- 
city and calmnefs 5 contumacy and 
fubmiffion to curative means. 

And here I muft premife and lay 
down fome affrtions by way of intro- 


duction , to ufher in our fubfequent — 


refolues and determinations upon the 
matter in debate. 

And firft you muft underftand, that 
Difeafes in general, and iz faifo effe, 
are fignally diverfified and diftin- 
Be cut guifhed, 
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guifhed, by the various producted 

aberrations and defections in nature, 

deviating from rectitude and inte- 
rity. | 

Secondly, That worbific caufes ope 
yate primarily and chiefly, upon the 
vital, atfive and governing principle of 
humane bodies, feducing or con{tratn- 
ing that to actirregularly or diffonant 
from its natural due courfe: from 
whence the Organs of the body (fo 
governed) perform depravedly, and 
produce thereby this or that fywptove 
and unwonted effect. 

Thirdly, Procuring and oecafionall 
caufes; varioufly prompting or enfor- 
cing the functions of the body from off 
their duties, do thereby produce va- 
riety of zrregularities and difeafes, as 
various effects anfwering their diffe- 
rent caufations. Hence the venereal 
Lues bears diflinguifhing Characters, 
and is peculiarly denoted by its train 
of attending {ymptoms. 

Fourthly,: Idiofpucratical propriety 
of individual. bodies, may and do pro- 
duce heterogentous effects, though pro- 
cured by the fame or confimiliar cau- 
{es: from hence as a partial caufe, 
the Venereal Lues is different in feveral 

perfons, 
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perfons, and is not curable but by a 
different way and means. 

Fifthly, That particular parts ofthe 
body, as their office and organizati- 
ons are different, fo have they pecu-

culiarly ftigmatifed and marked. 

Sixthly, That vexexate and maligez 
caules 
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caufes are refpedive denominations § 
as they ftandin oppofition and hoftility 
to this or that natural Patient, where 
they exert their deftructive power. 

Seventhly, That wéewenate and ma- 
lign caufes, are purely natural, ope- 
rate conftantly as other Agents, cir- 
cum{cribed with due limitations in 
the fpbear of their activity , and act 
as vifibly producing fen/ible effects; but 
are more ftrange and /éemingly ab- 
{trufe, from their uzwontednefs, as not 
being fo familiar and common, are 
therefore unreafonably tearmed oc- 
cult: and particularly this Lves 1s e- 
qdally demonftrable with other mani- 
fet Difeafes fo accounted. 

Eighthly, Deleterzous and malign 
Difeafes, although they confent to the 
impediment, difturbance, and de- 
{truction of nature, putting her out of 
a regular courfe, and harmonious Go- 
vernment, leadingto ruine- yet their 
actions differ much, and they take wa- 
rious ways and courfes to effec that 
general end.

is confirmed by the common axiom,

corruption is not ordizary, for it ar- 
rives to fuch a height and degree,that 
not only the /¢we body is overfpread 
with its malignity, but it alfo infects 
and injures azother, and is moft com- 
monly contaminating and contagious 
to others s hence venereal vinulency 1s 
derived to pofterity, and propagated 
to familiars with whom they do 
converfe; and having fuch ways of 
continuation, of all contagious Difea- 
fes this feminary abides moft cer- 
tainly, and is moft likely to, owtla/é all 
others. 

Tenthly, That vezereal virulency in

rivesto its f#lJ growth and monftrous 
height, {carce then to be dealt with, 
but often contemns the medical art 
and moft approved remedies.

Ouching the fizbjef or Part prin- 
5 cipally affected, where | this 
grand malady keeps its Court and 
fixes more eminently, as the place of 
chief refidence or head quarters3 Phy- 
ficians do not confent and agree here- 
in: the reafoxs of this difference may 
be gathered ont of their feveral opz- 
wions, as they {tand recorded in their 
works: and that we may the better 
eftablifh and illuftrate the truth of 
our own aflertions concerning this 
matter, we fhall briefly run over and 
difcufs fome of the chiefeft opinions 
that have been promoted by eminent 
men in this Profeffion. 

Some there are that aflign the bead 
to be the /éat of this Difeafe, being 
induced thereto from fome apparent 
Sje#ptoms that commonly afflicts this 
parts as pains, pufiuls, fcabs, fhedding 
of the har, diftillations, noife in the 
CANS, 
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Which laft was fo contu- 
macious,that J Falopius an eminent Phy 

fician profetl eth that no {ymptom be- 
longing to this Di ‘feats was more dif- 
ficult and téecth ec to yt han

Notwithftanding 
this Author does not comply with 
thofe that would have the secd tobe 
the principal part affected 5 for al- 
though the ead be nota bly afflicted 
in fome | verfons, yet it isnot alyays fo 3 
and Heeaiies the head is free from 
any impreffion of this Difeafe, when 

other parts are not a little tigers 
with the manifelt Characters of this 
Tues. Therefore we muft feek out 
fome other part that may rightly be 
{tiled proprium fubjedum, the conftant 
place of refidence, or chief feat of its 
abode. 

Others by a parallel argument with 
the former, (as Leonicenus, Gafper 
Torella, Roadelctingand others)would 
prove the frontier, or exterior parts of 
the

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the body. to be thechief feat; being 
thus perfwaded from the defedations 
of the skéz that frequently are con- 
fpicuous on perfons contaminated 
with this Difeafe: as fpots, puftuls, 
tettars, fcabs, Ulcers, that erupt upon 
the fuperficies of the body. 

And upon this error Torrella (Phy- 
fician to Pope Alexander the fixth) 
grounds his definition of this Zwes in 
thefe words. Eft defedatio univerfalis 
cutis corporis cum dolore & excoriati- 
one modica. Asif this Difeafe were 
{eated only upon the /w#perficies of the 
body , and did not refide in the z#- 
ward parts 3 which is againft all rea- 
fon: for, the juices of the body be- 
ing firft tainted and alienated from 
their balfamic natural good ftate, 
caufe thofé eruptions and external ap- 
pearances: and to make this Difeafe 
to be oxly or chiefly a defedation of 
the skiv, when oftentimes the za#triz- 
fie parts are more injured corrupted 
and putrid, 1s againft common expe- 
rience to affirm. And although I do 
not deny, but that this infectious Lues 
may be caught by exterzal contact 
only (asthe common ifch may be ta- 
ken) and goes no deaper than the 


furface 
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furface of the body, rarely 5 yet moft 
commonly thofe external Characters 
that flourifh the fkin, are the pallula- 
tions and blofoms that put forth and 
{pring from a radix that hath a deep 
infertion, and, is profoundly planted 
in the body. 

And Rondeletius (then Chancellour Guliel. 
and Regius Profeflor at Jfonpelier ) ei 
runs upon the fame.rock, in defining morb. gal- 
this Les to be an evil diftersper of * 
external parts. For although the ex- 
ternal parts be fometimes disfigured 
and branded with this foul Difeafe, 
yet it is not almays {05 and then for 
the moit part erupting from within : 
therefore the exterior parts are ill af- 
figned to be fubjetium morbi, and 
the definition to point thither only or 
chiefly. 

Hercules Saxonia will have the fub- Herc. Sax- 
je of this Difeafe to vary according Fa bace 
to the progrefs thereof and. afligns 
the waiural {pirits for its place of re- 
fidence in the beginning of this. evils 
but the excrementitions humours to 
be the chief feat in the zzcrement 3 and 
the alimentary humours, in the flate 
and vigour of this malady. 

Some ftand for the genitals to : 
tne 
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the chief feat and part primarily @iect- 
ed; becaufe moft commonly this Lues 
makes its ingrefs and invafion here 
and prefently ftamps manifeft imprei- 
fions of its contagious nature upon 
thefe parts: as dyfury, goworrhea, in- 
Aammation, tumor; Vlcers, &c. which 
sradually coming on, gives notice and 
plainly declares that this fubtle enemy 
hath made entrance, is planted and ~ 
feated here as the chief place where 1 bein 
to exercife and appear in its fevere |] ah 
malign power and grandeur. 

Notwithf{tanding the #ajor party | ly 
and more eminent men (as Fallopins, | fi 
Maffa, Tomitanus, Braffauolus, Merca- AF yi 
tus, Montanus,Forefius, Sennertus,&Xc.) Ff 
give in their fuffrages for the Liver to 
be the principal feat of the Venereal 
Lues, and this part carries it from the 
re(t by many Votes. 

Maffz. (a Venetian Phyfician) af- 
figns thefe two reafons for his optni- 
on: firft, that the Liver is wembrum 
generativum maffe bumoralis,the foun- 
tain from whence arifeth all the hu- 
mors of the body - /écémdly, that from 
thence nutrition and the natural fa- 
culties are derived. But thefe Hypo- 
thefes on which his opinion is groun- 


ded, 


ee 


of the Venereal Lues. - 6s 
ded, are found to be erroneous from 
the new Doctrine of ‘circulation, and 
exploded by moft in thefe times : and 
therefore our Author arguing exfalsd 
fappolitis we need not anfwer further 
to the arguments offered. 

Fallopius upon the fame error gives 
in his verdict for the Liver. 

Tomitanus does the like. 

Mercatus allo (the learned spaniard ). Mercati 
being biafled with that doctrine,urg- fell ys 
eth the fame argument 3 and more- mop ps 
over adds, that the venom of this Mic. Cap.s, 
Lues bya peculiar propenfion to, and 
Jyupathy of parts, does fly to the Li- 
ver and infec there? as°an opthalay, 
or fore eye, does hurt’ a found eye: 
or a phtbilis of the Lungs, is apt to 
fet a tabid impreflion upon the Lungs 
of another, by intimate and neat ap- 
proaches; fo the» Vevereal virulency 
difchargeth it felf upon the Liver; 
particularly and -efpecially , from the 
mutuation and confent of parts. 

But notwith{tanding this Author be 
grave and folid in his Writings, yet 
I cannot admit of his:reafons ta prove 
what he contends for:>) And although Arguirie, 
I grant that an opthalay or phibifis 
may fend forth injurious wiafins bh 
Rr Glare 
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dart wpon the like parts to infeft them 
with the fame Difeafe; yet here he 
begs the queltion, and fuppofeth a 
conceffion , that the Liver 1s always 
tainted in this Difeafe, which I alto- 
gether deny; where then is the /y~- 
pathy of parts3 and although we con- 
cede and do admit that the Liver 1s 
vitiated in fome perfons 5 yet then I 
do not allow that the Liver does more 
snfect another Liver than any other 
part 5 nor are the effiuvinus carried to 
another Liver :/ympathically,or antipa- 
thically, but promifcuoully are tran{- 
mitted and received into another bo- 
dy by this or that other part, where 
the paflage or pores are patent, oF 
otherwife infirm’and liable to be tain- 
ted. Befides, the comparifon will not 
hold, hor is there that parity of rea- 
fon between Liver.and Liver, as be- 
tween eye andeyes, or /ung and lungs, 
for a tranf{miffion, communication, 
and reception. As for the eyes, they 
act and reat upon one another by 
Vifion direly (and have no power 
upon any other part) darting and 
working eminently upon each other 
Cwhich might be illuftrated amply ) 
and by this means many {trange ef- 

fects 
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fects are wrought; otherwife they have 
no power; nor could one eye infect 
or hurt another, but by gazing long 
or often, and fixing upon each other. 
But from Jiver to liver there 1s no 


fuch direct paflage , no fuch corref- 


_ pondence between them, nor opera- 


tion upon each other, nor is their any 
probability for it. And as for a phthi- 


fis why that fhould be infectious to 


the Jungs of another, there is good 
reafon for it; becaufe the corrupt 
breath going out of the phthifical 
perfon, 1s drawn in and received by 
another (in their near approaches) 
and coming into the afpera arteria of 
the found perfon, is by that canale 
immediately conveighed through va- 
rious ramifications into the whole pa- 
renchgnea of the Lungs, which being 
totally pervious, and of a {pongious 
fubftance, is very fufceptible and ob- 
noxious to alterations from the qua- 
lity of infpiredair. And having im- 
bibed phthifical corrupt! ive wniafies in 
the breath, may lodge and fix ‘there, 
changing the natural toxe of the lungs 
into a tabid and corruptive {tate 5 but 
from liver to liver, there 1s no fuch 
{fpeedy conveyance, no {uch capacity 
F 2 to 
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to receive, nor aptitude to at upon 
each other. 
Sennertus being guided by his: Pre- 
deceffors , afferts much what to the 
fame purpofe; that the Vexereal virn- 


lency being inimical to nutrition, does © 


more peculiarly aim at and offend the 
natural faculty; which zatural power 
he takes for granted and unqueftion- 
able to be feated in the /éver 5 and 
therefore concludes that to be the 
part primarily affected, from whence 
as the Fountain all ill fymptoms of 
the other parts, do iffue from, and 
are fed from thence. Thus fuppofing 
the liver to be officina fauguificationts 5 
and in this Difeafe the bloud being 
commonly much tainted and corrup- 
ted, it was thought very rational that 
this muft proceed from the impurity 
of the Fountain: but the liver now 
being difcharged from the fupream 
office of fanguzfication, \pon Jatter and 
more exact inquiries, and is not found 
to be wembrum principale cipelomorn|noy, 
as formerly hath been afferted and 
maintained 5 the opinions depending 
thence fall to the ground. 


And further we have to fay; that 


the Iverisnot always the feat of this — 


evil 
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evil. (according to the opinion of 
fome) nor that it 1s for the moft part 
their privario refident (according to 
the fenfe of others) is further cleared 

from the difcourfe following. 
Difeafes, in refpect of their /citua- 
tion and refidence may be divided into 
two parts: Firft, fuch as claim a pe- 
culiar part of the body to abide in for 
their proper ftation, and where they 
exercife their power eminently 3 and 
are particular defects and aberrations 
of thofe faculties and. parts, from 
whence commonly they have a pro- 
per denomination, or fome adjunct 
pointing at the part affected 3 as Plex- 
rifies, Colicks, Cephalalgyes, dyféenteries, 
jliaca paffio, peripneumonia's, &c. Se- 
condly , there are others of a /arger 
extent and erratic power, that are 
not confined to any particular part, 
but challenge the whole body for their 
{ubject, and appear here or there, or 
chiefly here and remifly there, with- 
out reftraint varioufly and are unli- 
mited: and fuch are contagious Di- 
feafes of the highelt rank, wenenate, 
peftilential,and virulent 5 which {eize 
fometimes here and fometimes there, 
and fpread varioufly inthe body 3 and 
F 2 this, 
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this, from the primitive caufes and 
manner of invafion 3 from the diffe- 
rent nature of the alignity,and from 
the different propriety, of bodies tain- 
ted 3 all which- being wultifarious, 
makes great difference as to the- 
{fpreading and appearing of Difeafes 
in this or that part more eminently, 
though the whole body be fubjeclum 
morbi 5 that is, every part liable, and 
no part conftantly the chief feat of 
refidence., 

In this latter rank we mutt place 
the Veuereal malady 3 whofe virulency 
being received into the body, or 
quartering upon the frontiers; does 
not commonly {top at the part firfé 
infected, but a5 other Venoms, does 
creep into the more imtimate recel- 
fes, and taints other parts of ‘the bo- 
dy. Secondly, no part of the body 
is exempt and feeure, but liable to the 
infection,either by communication and 
tranfiiffion from other parts affeCted 5 
or by the firlt feizure and attacque. 
Sometimes the south lets it into the 
body by &é/fing 3 fometimes the breafé 
receives it firft by fuckling a pocky 
Child 5 others are firft feized and 
clapt inthe gewétals ; and fometake it

by Bed Cloths, Garments, or fuch 
like, and the comtagion enters the 
pores in divers parts, and the body li- 
able on all fides5 and being thus let 
in, does then circulate with the bloud, 
and perambulate divers regions of 
the body 5 and fuch parts as are moft 
infirm and lefs able to ftand in their 
integrity, this wirulency invades and 
makes impreffions (propter inequale 
robur partium & imparem refiftentiam ) 
fometimes upon the braiz and zerves 3 
fometimes the /uvgs,and begets pocky 
afthmaes, phthifes 5 fometimes the Aid- 
zeys, neck of the bladder, throat, 
groiz, &c. Planting Ulcers there, and 
{ometimes the /iver goes not free 5 but 
this part efcapes as oft as the reft, 
which hath plainly appeared upon 
frequent diffections. after Death, that 
the /iver hath evaded found when 
other parts have been wafted and rot- 
ten. And therefore we conclude, this 
Venereal Difeafe hath no fetled abode, — 
but is wagrant 5 and it is uncertain 
where this virulency will pitch and 
feat it felf; nor is there any place of 
conftant refidence : which might more 
at large be proved, but for brevity 
fake I pafs on, as thinking what hath 
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‘been faid, may give fufficient {a- 
cisfaction.

y T isgenerally agreed upon amongft 
f Authors, that this Difeafe is Conta- 
gious. So affirms Afortanus , Mafia, 
Rondeletius , Ferrerius, Attynardus, 
Fallopius, Feruelius, Tomitanus, Andr. 
Mathaeolus, Vitforius, Mercatus , Sen- 
wertus, and many others. 

And that you may the better un- 
derftand what this contagious Difeafe 
is, and the warner of its propagati- 
on: itis neceffary you fhould know 
what is meant by contagion or infecti- 
on5 the feveral acceptations of the 
word, and the different degrees or forts 
thereof. 

Contagion may be confidered in a 
threefold degree 3 or contagious Di- 
feafes may be divided into three ranks

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ot forts ; Firft, fuch as may be com- 
municated by Jength of time, in fre- 
quent copulation. or intimate ap- 
proaches and contact by lying toge- 
ther: ‘and thus a phthiffs, (curvy, or 
notable Cachexy are contagious, and 
may be tranfmitted to their Bed-fel- 
lows. Secondly, fuch as more emi- 
nently and foonzer does infects as the 
Venereal Lyes, Itch, &c. Thirdly, Such 
as are of the greateft force and power, 
that feizeth at a dzffance and is very 
mortal, as the Plague. |

quent examples do teftifie, fometimes 
on the wans part, and fometimes on 
the womans, that they have not inju- 
red their Bed-fellows. And therefore 
I cannot affirm this Difeafe always to 
be contagious, though xt plarimum 
moft commonly it is fo; and this 1s 
not for any to prefume or confide in, 
but to beware, for fuch cafes are 
rare, 

And further I would have you 
know, that although fometimes Hus- 
band and wife in their moderate and 
cooler acts of coition, may not injure 
each other 3 yet if another perfon 
deals with esther of them that is taint- 
ed; I gueftion very much whether 
the found perfon that is a ffranger, 
fhall efcape fo well, as the conftant 
Bed-fellow : and I rather think nots 
for the fiercer aéts of copulation and 
fiery repetitions between ftrangers, 
are more dangerous, and expofe to a 
more certain detriment. Parallel to 
this and by way of proof for our opi- 
nion, take this experiment. Two 
found perfons adventuring upon an 
unfound 
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unfound one after the other; the firft 
hath come of wxtoucht, the latter hath 
been clapt: and this becaute rhe firft 
act being more cool, had not exafpe- 
rated the latent virulency 5 but by re- 


petition of the fame , the {pirits are 


then inflamed, and the pocky ferment 
rouzed up, made hot and fierce, be- 
comes more venomous, and feizes the 
fecovd. Copartner. 

And here you muft take notice, 
that this Difeafe is not always given 
by a perfon jimédiatée 5 but fome- 
times mediate, aninfected Bed or Gar- 
ment will do the fame3. wherein the 
virulent ~zafms of this Lues ly dor- 
mant (as other contagious fewinaries 
do the like) but by the approach of 
warm bodies do revive; are attract- 
ed and communicated to them, and 
received in by the pores of the 
body. 

In the next place we are to confi- 
der what thefe wiafizs or infectious 
fewinaries are that pa{s from body to 
body. Some give them the denomi- 
nation of vapour, others a /pirit, from 
their fubtility and penetration, not 
that they are void of corporiety - but 
we fhall not trouble our felves upon 
the 
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the name, ‘provided we rightly know 
what is meant thereby. We arethere- 
fore to underftand them as Corpufcles 
or fubtile finer invifible bodiés, which 
are minute {mall portions exhaling 
from infected bodies of the fame na- 
ture and taint, as the bodies from 
whence they were. emitted. . Thefe 
venenous particles of contagious mat- 
ter are agile and penetrative, that 
they infinuate themfelves through the 
pores of other bodies; and being en- 
ered do then ferment and operate to 
alter and change their new recepta- 
cles, and tinGure them with the like 
Jabes of their own virulent nature. 
Next we mutt confider the perfons 
tainted or receiving this venereal Con- 
tagion: herein we may obferve great 
difference 5 for as the perfons zxfcé- 
ing are not alzke in virulency , but 
are more or lefs contagious (as be- 
fore we noted) fo likewife’the per- 
fons recezving or liable thereto are not 
equally difpofed to receive this viru- 
lency, but fome make a f{tronger. re- 
fiftance, and reject it 5 others more Mise. 
readily sield and zmebibe the pocky dum apa 
effluviums that are emitted from un- & 
found bodies; and this difference 
there 
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there is with all bodies in refpect of 
contagion of what nature foever, that 
fome more eafily and fooner are in- 
fected, others zof 5 and this is mani- 
feft in the peftelential contagion 


whereto many are equally expofed’ 


and endangered, yet fome efcape, 
others ave feized therewith. And fo 
much diverfity there 1s inthe capacity 
of bodies, or aptitude for reception 
of any contagion (for inftance, which 
I know to be true) fome have been 
Bed-fellows to peftilential bodies, and 
have efcaped free 5 others have been 
feized with the Plague, that have kept 
a good diffance from any perfon fo 
infected. And thus it happens to bo- 
dies relating to the Venereal Lues: 
fome are foon caught, others not : 
{ome may lye witha pocky perfon and 
not be tainted 5 others are infected by 
intimate converfe and ordinary touch 
only 3 by garments or an infeCted Bed: 
and therefore it is very uncharitable 
to cenfure every perfon tainted with 
the Venereal Lues, as lewd and viti- 
ous when as this malady hath af- 
faulted the moft virtuous and innocent 
perfons. 

Now for explicating the veazmer of 
reception, 
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reception, and determining ‘the parts 
primo recipient or detegent ; you mult 
take notice that this Difeafe is either 
hereditary or adventitious : heredj- 
tary, when received from the fa- 
ther or the mother in Generation or 
before the birth 5 either wale or fe-. 
male isfatticient to taint the off-{pring : 
if the Father be unfound in his body, 
his feed allo is tainteds for if the 
bloud be impure ‘and eoneutiinared, 
the gewital feed alfo will participate, 
being an extract elaborated from the 
ma{s of bloud: Cujus caufa eft mala, 
id ipfum eft malum. Likewife the 
unfound mother does infect the fetus 
in her Womb, although the Mafcu- 
line feed be fondd, becaufe fhe nour- 
ifheth it with her impure bloud (if it 
will not be admitted that fhe contri- 
butes fever in the at of generation.) 
In this cafe of an hereditary taint, it 
is uncertain where or in what part 
this. Zves will firft appear and blof- 
fome, becaufe the feminary or fer- 
ment of this Difeafe is diffufed 
through the whole body, and fome- 
times it firft buds and breaks out in 
one part, fometimes in another, and 


is not conftant. 
But 
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But it is otherwife when this Di- 
feafe is adventitious after the birth, 
(excepting the cafe of an infant in- 
fected by an unfound Nurfe) for then 
the Venereal virulency feizeth and fa- 
{tens upon one part of the body more 
efpecially , which commonly makes 
the jrfé complaint and difcovers the 
evil, at leaft gives caufe for inquiry 
what is the matter, of fuch alterati- 
on and unwonted fymptoms. 

If this Contagion be taken by z#- 
pere copulation, the Man or the Wo- 
man being infected does by that a@ 
and intimate congrefs, give it to the 
other that was found: and then the 
privy parts (molt frequently.) makes 
the firft difcovery , by fharpnefs and 
heat of Urine, &c. efpecially if éi- 
ther were afflicted in the gewitals 5 
but if otherwife the virulency of this 
malady faftens upon other parts of 
the body, does then lurk longer, be- 
fore any alteration be perceived, bnt 
in time. does bud forth and fhew it 
felf, caufing ixdifpofition, paix in the 
head or other parts,and proceeds gra- 
dually (if not corrected) to difplay 
thole /jwptoms as we have enumera- 
ted inthe preceding Chapter, where 
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the diagnofticks of this Lwes is fet 
} down : nor does this venom keep its 
§| {tation and abide in the part that fir? 
received it, but commonly alorum 
wenenorum more, perambulates and 
§ penetrates through the body, per- 
§ verting the cra/és of other parts, and 
alienating them from the reéfitude of

difficulty difplaced thence. 
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Venereal Contagion feizing a per- 
fon by external contact, as from Beds, 
Garments, kiffing, or familiar converfe 
with a pocky perfon 3 does not fo 
deeply infinuate it felf into the body 
receiving, as that which is introduced 
by coition s and is more eafily cured. 
Becaufe the former takes up its quar- 
ters in the covfines and extern parts, 
and hath not admittance wathin, but 
after fome confiderable time: but the 
latter inthe Venereal att, is conveigh- 
ed more ixtimately, and received 
greedily by the delectation accompa- 
nying, and the virulency ftirred up 
vigoroufly, made hot and powerful 
to infect. Yet this Contagion 1s foover 
ejected and cleared out of the body, 
than that which is imbibed by Chil- 
dren froma pocky Nar fe 5 for the ve- 
nom being received with the milk, 
does radicate it felf inthe whole con- 
(fritution of the Child, and requires a 
longer time to difpoffefs it. 

An Hereditary Pox is worfe than 
that which 1s adventitious ; hath the 
deepeft ftain and tincture moft difh- 
cult to be abfterfed and fetcht outs 
being connatural and congenerous with 
the feminal and fanguine principles i 

the 
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the body: therefore the undertaking 
to amortife and kill this venom, re- 
quires a confiderable time and potent 
medicaments , elfe the labour is inef- 
fectual and fruftraneous. | 

_ Venereal Contagion that is more 
calu, fluggifh, and inattive,gives leave 
to deliberate and to make choice of 
the fitteft feafon. and. conveniencies 
for Cure: but being zotably clapt, 
and {tung with a furious enraged ve- 
nom 5 then admits of no delay nor 
dallying with; -and to loofe.time in 
{uch Cafe is dolorous and dangerous3 
advanceth the difficulty of the Cure, 
and protracts the length. Obfte prin- 
cipits -- Is then moft neceflary advice 
and caution. 

If this ZLves be frontier only, and 
feated as a borderer upon the exter- 
mal parts, as a pocky itch, or tettar 5 
the Cure is more eafie and fhorter: 
but having infinuated deeper into the 
habit of the body, and perverted 
fome principal or fubfervient internal 
part; the Cure is not fo facil and 
{hort And not equally tobe under- 
taken and promifed. 

When the Venereal virulency hath 
anly contaminated the /ucculent parts, 

and 
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and fluctuates in- the bloud and hu- 
mors Of the body 5 the organical 
parts {tanding firm without folution 
of continuity 5 an ejectment is fooner 
made, and the Cure more eafily per- 
fected: but if any folid part bé tabe- 
fied ot ulcerated, the Cure is more dif- 
ficult and much longer in effecting 5 
and fo much the worfe if the part be 
principal, or feated difficultly, to be 
applyed unto or to be dealt with 3 


and therefore pocky Ulcers of the 


Bladder, Kidneys, Lungs, &c. Are of 
fuch difficult curation, that they prove 
mortal to moft, unlefs they fall into 
the hands of fome Phyfician of extra- 
ordivary ability and expertne(s in 
thefe Cures. 
Young perfons tainted with this 
Difeafe, fooner efcape and get free; 
nature being vigorous to co-operate 
with the means for a purification: 
but when this virulency feizeth anci- 
ext people; it catches falter hold of 
them, and they are not eafily refcu- 
ed: for nature being paft her ftrength 
and worn out, at leatt debilitated by 
intemperance, ca{ualties or other in- 
firmities, makes her more incapable 
to encounter and contend with an 
a 
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Jaft affauit, and therefore the affiftance 
of Phylick and Phyfician mult not be 
ordinary. 

Men {eized with this Difeafe bear 
it out more refolutely , hide it bet- 
ter, and more eafily complies with a 
Cure, by their firmnefS of body and 
Mafculine {trength: but the Feminine 
Sex being fainter in courage,and their 
tender moift bodies more lyable to 
the injury; fo their faccefs in Cure ts 
not fo good, for they evade not this 
evil fo foon, but require a longer 
courfe and diligent ufe of means. 

Patients upon the firfi complaint 
and addrefs for Cure, are fooner and 
eafier reducible,and cleared from the 
virulency of this Difeafe > but fuch as 
are drove by ill fuccefs, from one 
Phyfictan to another, or (which. is 
worfe) by ignorant, deceitful, and 
bad ufage of Evpericks of divers 
forts: thefe are not to be dealt with 
upon the fame {core; their Cures be- 
ing more difficult and longer in the 
performance: for, the work ‘is com- 
monly, double 5 the mifchief of im- 
proper or bad Medicines to be corre&- 
ed and redreftsthenthe Difeafe, which 
by ill management or contemifing 
of 
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of Medicine is made thereby more 
contumacious and intractable. This 
is often verifyed, and my own expe- 
ricwce confirms it from feveral that 
were forced from their firft underta- 
kers, bringing with them fad memen- 
to’s of their infufficiency and, bold 
adventures. And here I might relate 


firange frories of the ignorant and ill 


uiage that fome Patients have under- 
gone, and have’ been driven from one 
to another, not only without their 
Cures, but with warks of their fuf- 
ferings in hazardous courfes : but I 
{hall forbear at this time. 

The Venereal Pox advening and 
gaining polleflion of _firong and firue 
bodies,yet takes not fuch certain hold 
as on perfons of another condition 5 
and is more eafily expulfed : for na- 
cure being more vigorous to acquit 
her felf and eject the virulent adver- 
fary 5 is alfo better able to bear and 
comply with the continuance or repe- 
tition of any medical operation re- 
quifite for Cure 5 whether Cathartic 
diaphoretic, falivatory, &c. But Con- 
fumptive, macerated, and hectical bo- 
dies have not that affiftance of na- 


tures nor dothey undergo thofe ope- 
rations 
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rations required with that facility, nor 
commonly with that good fuccefi- 
therefore a great difference is to be 
made in the undertaking 3 the datter 
being much more hazardous and dif- © 
ficult. “And J have known the Pox 
Cured, when the Patient not long af- 
ter hath died of the Confumption. 

The jirft attacque and feizure of 
this Difeafe, goes of fooner and 1s 
more eafily removed but relapfes 
from imperfect Cures, or long delays 
and bafling of Medicines by #/l ma- 
nagement5 or fécond. contaminations 
and encounters, prove more {tubborn 
and contumacious: nature being then 
accultomed to the enormities of this 
evil, does more readily yield up and 
comply with 5 and not eafily reduced 
to integrity and a found ftate. 

When this Lves enters into a clean 
habit of body and fowxzd organical 
parts, Nature ts not fo eafily depra- 
ved and corrupted, and the Venereal 
venom in fuch bodies is fooner tam’d 
and mortified: but coming into an 
unwholfom putrid, Cacochymical or 
Scorbutic habit of beady 5; this vene- 
real ferment aggravates all the reft, 
and fuch condition of bodies de- 

generate 
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generate firangely , and produce the 
molt formidable {ymptoms: forthefe 
feveral corrupt fewinaries con{piring 
and joining their forces together 
are not eafily broken in their con- 
federacy and conquered; but require 
a confiderable time, and more exqui- 
fite Medicines and method to extir- 
pate and break this aflociated 
ftrength 5 elfe commonly in fuch ca- 
fes this Lues becomes iuveterate, and 
cohabits during life, though fome- 
times lurking and difguifed under a 
Cathecie habit of body.  Particu- 
larly concerning the contumacy ‘of 
the Venereal Difeafe complicated 


with the Scorbute, I have formerly raf of

well collated and applyed to any cafe 
propofed , the prediction thereupon 
will carry great probability of truth, 
and much certainty of the event and 
fuccefs: but withal take notice, that

tomed, upon their own experiments 
in pharmacy 5 aud many Cafes that

To which purpofe Phyficians 
have laboured to. find. out. rational 
ways of Cure, anfwering their feve- 
ral opinions and determinations of this 
Lues. Empericks not being capacita- 
ted.to dive intothe abftrufity of this 
Difeafe, nor willing to, fpend. time 
about the zotioval part wherein they 
find no.gain ; fall prefently uponthe 
pra@ice, confulting only or rather at a 
, venture 
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Ventare borrowing from tradition 4 
method of Cure, which boldly they 
experiment upon a// perfons,and whe- 
ther it 4z#or wifs, are not able to give 
an account or reafon for either. 

But the /égel and rational Profef- 
for is not fo fatisfied and contented 
to oppofe this Lues Andabatarum more, | 
but propofe marks to aim at, and cer- 
tain rules to go by, that they may 
have fome certainty and confidence in 
their endeavours, to attain the exd 
and fcope of this Aré, the relief and 
refcuing of Mankind from the tyran- 
ny and oppreffion of Difeafes. And 
although this be the #/timate end to 
which Phyfick is directed, yet to ac- 
quire and attain this, feveral ex go 
feveral ways, according as they are 
biafied in their various opinions and

Aquilanus I find to be one 
of the ancienteft that wrote upon 
this Difeafe, and wanting the advan- 
tage of Leaders in thefe Cures, and

And our Author fays, that fome 
Phyficians did /affamigate their Pati- 
ents, with their heads under the co- 
vering (which muft needs be very 
dangerous ) and he faw one thus ufed, 
that fell down dead. But this way of 
Cure at the beft contrivance, is bad 
enough : and this Author confeffeth 
that fewer were Cured by this means, 


than by other remedies 5 and this did 


often mifs in the defired effe&t.. And 
becaufe our Author had a good mind 
to profecute this way of Cure, he 
excogitated a fnffumigation of whol- 
fomer and not dangerous ingredients 5 
which was this :

I come now 
to relate fomething of his Cure by 
Union, and becaufe Mercurial Cere- 
cloths and Evplaifters are affine, or of 
the fame nature with the unguent, we 
mu{t give you fome account of them 
alfo, as this Author practifed in thofe 
days..

Thefe Unxdi- 
ens workt fo feverely upon fome, 
that their Teeth dropt out; but at 
beft their mouths were all very fore 
and raw, their gums {well’d, teeth 
loofe, and; drivelling at the mouth 
continually, with a grievous ftink, 
that the {mell of it was enough to in- 
fect a found. body ({ays our Author ) 
and this way: of Cure was foterrible, 
that fome chofe rather to dye than un- 
dergo it: and few that did fuffer this 
fevere courfe were Cured, for they 
relapfed again in a (hort time,and our 
Author faysof himfelf, that he under- 
went this courfe of Unction elevex 
times before he was Cured. For U/l- 
cers that did proceed from this D1- 
feafe he ufed an Unguent, ex alumine, 
virid. avis mellis & aceto part. equal. 
this was a chaftifing Medicine indeed: 
but afterwards he ufed aq. calcis viv.

As i Aloyfius 
Lobera he is very fhort in his writing se mathe 
which affords HANES of’ variety from 
what you have had: therefore I fhall 
pals him by too, and come to Aferca- 
tus the moft copious and belt Author 
of that’ Nation 5 and ‘were he not 
planted.upon galenic Principles, an 
his judgment over-ruled by that Do: 
Grine (which of necefit ty runs 
into ae errours) he hac 
excellent guide in. pra 
him as he 1s, he aeelts 
wary man that can pick and 
may make fome good ufc 
Ludovicus Mercatus, chief P 
to two Kings of Spaiw, and of the Mercatus, 
greateit e{teem for ability in his Caun 
try 5 inftitutes the Cure of this 
after this manner: firft he bleeds 5 
he prepares the’ body for aoeas ion. 
this preparation was of two forts 5 the 
one. to refpect the temperament of the 
body, sihiethet Cholerick, Phlegm 


tick or Melancholick: the other to aim 
KA 
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at the Vezereal Contagion, lodged in 
the predominant humor (this feems 
a very plaufible defignment) and to 
profecute this projection, he advifeth 
to mix alexipbarmacums with the other 
preparatives appointed for the humor 
denominating the conftitution: and 
therefore he adds theriace modicuus 
wel mithridati , to the feveral prepa- 
ritive fyrups, and potions; and fome- 
times he pives the Patient over-night, 
theriacae vel mithrid. 3{s. diflolved in 
aq. lig. guajac. Ching, Sparta, Junipert 
ant rad. carlin. and next Morning the 
other preparative Potion; which 
courfe was to be continued. until the 
humour was made gentle and obedi- 
ent, the body fluid and fit for pur- 
gation. 

Bilious humours he prepares with 
fuch as refrigerate and humects; and 


Bilem pre- appoints for this purpofe, fyr. borag.

And this 1s 
the chief of what is delivered upon 
his way of Cure by Suffumigation, 
from Rondeletius; who concludes his 
practice with a great applaufe of Ar- 
gent vive, as the beft Antidote and

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chrat 5 but I am not bound to believe 
the Traditions of Authors : thofe 
whole faith is larger than their know- 
ledge, may {wallow all that isprefent- 
ed, but the confequents may be fatal 
and fad. 

And now I come to fhew you the 
Practice of another famous Phyfician 
in France, that came after Rovdeletius 
aimoft fifty years 5 from whom we 
may collect , what improvement was 
made in that time 5 what new inven- 
tions were found out for the Cure of 
this Lwes 5; and what eftablifhment 
there was, or continuation-of the for- 
mer courfes of Phyfick. 

Quercitan, though an Armenian by 
birth, yet travelling into France, did 
fettle there and practife 5 and being 
diligent in ftudy, and laborious in the 
Chymical preparation of Medicines , 
his name advanced 3 whereupon the 
Colledge of Phyficians at Paris caftan 
envious eye upon him, and» endea- 
voured to fupprefs and blaft him, be- 
caufe he did not concur with their old 
Galenick Do€trine, and jog on in the 
common beaten road of Practice 3 but 
was induftrious to bring greater re- 
pute to the Aré of Phyfick by chyws- 


cal 
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¢al and more refined preparation of 
Medicines, which they were altoge- 
ther ignorant of: yet notwithftanding 
their oppofition and combination to 
defame and crafhhim, he became great 
in defpight of their malicious detra- 
tions and plots, and was made one of 
the Kings Phylicians (though I would 
not have you deceive your felf, to 
think that Kings have always the beft 
Phyficians to attend them, though this 
Profefor did well deferve the prefer- 

ment. ) | 
Quercitan in his countel for a vene- 
real Patient, advifeth to leave off the 
vulgar Methods of Phyfick, that be- 
gan firft with a Minorative of Caffea 
and Rhubarb, or fach like, to cleanfe 
the firft region of the body ; alfo to 
forbear bleeding, that ufually followed 
the next day after the Aéinorativesand 
to lay afide the preparative Apoxems 
ex decoc.tormentil. polipod. acetof. oxte 
lapath. gramin. afparag. cichor. agri- 
mon. feabiof. chamedr. lupuli, beton.

Next to dfercury, he efteems the 
Caymical Preparations of Guajacun 
as the beft remedies againft this Vene- 
real Lues: and far before the common 
Galenic decoctions; and for {atisfaction 
herein, he refers to his Pharmacopeiza 
Phytolog. Where he reafons the cafe 
between the Galenic and Chymical 
Preparations of Guajacum 5 and char- 
ges the deco@ions with the lofs of 
their virtue, as difpirited and void of 
their Exergetic parts 5 which notwith- 
{tanding the operator does indeavour 
to fave by decotction in a clofe Vet- 
fel; yet the {pirit does exhale and eva- 
porate before the decoction be finifh- 
ed 5 fome boyling two thirds away ; 
others the half; but at the leafta third 
part: in which time the fpirit con-

Wherefore (fays Quercitan) confi- 
dering the benefits of thefe acid {pi- 
rits; Tufeto deftill thefe Spirits from 
Guajacua, Juniper, Vitriol, Sulphur, 
and from all Hydrotic {pecificks for 
divers kinds of Difeafes; and thefe 
Spirits [find far more effectual to per- 
form Cures with, than decottions 5 
anid befides the lofS of this Mercurial 
acid {pirit,alfo an oleaginous ‘fiphureous 
fabtle part, of a fudorifick vertue 5 this 
alfo exhales ahd vanifheth in decott- 
ing. To prevent thefe inconvenien- 
cies, the Chymical Art does teach how 
to fave and fepirate diftindtly thefe 
two precioué parts, which are eminent 
in Guajacum 5 and our Author com- 
muntcates it thus.

But 
after this Decodtion was {trained, to 
the remaining Feces were put aq. com. 
lib. viij- which boiled ad medietatem 
fere, adding towards the latter end 
pul. cinzam. 3}. and this was referved 
then for the ordinary drink. 

The 12. of November this Purge 
was given. KR. waff. pil. indar. de fu- 
war. ana 3's. fyr. de fumar. gq. fv fiant 
pil. vij. which worked feven times. 
After this the drink was continued 
till Chrifimes and longer; but in the 
interim the Pills were repeated.on the 
20. and 26. of November, and at length 
the Patient was cured ¢(fays our Au- 
thor but how long after chrifimas, is 
not mentioned. » So that-I perceive 
the Cure was not very fpeedy 5 but 
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tandem perjedé curata fuit. 

Befides this Method of Decottions3 
the way of curing by Un¢tion hath 
alfo been practifed in Holland for ma- 
ny years,elpecially in the Hofpitals, as 
itis very much thecultom of our Hof- 
pitals here and 1n other Countries, be- 
ing an eafie cheap way for the Chi- 
rurgions 3 but the Patient finds it fad 
and troublefom : many alfo dye not 
able to go through it 5 and nota few 
come forth after their fufferings with- 
out a Cure. Some think if they can 
but get into an Hofpital, they are fafe 
and well provided for; and that there 
is excellent means and judicious con- 
trivances for the infected with this 
difeafe, above what can be expected 
from a PAyfictam in another place. I 
wifh it were fo; but-fome that have 
tryed the ufage of Hofpitals upon this 
account, give but a bad Character of 
their entertainment: and if it betrue, 
as I am informed, (Cand truly I have 
it from the mouths of fuch as have 
been there .as Patients ) I have not 
heard of more rude ignorance and 
flighter management of curing this di(- 
eafe than in fuch places: and I have 
had occafion to examine fome that 
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have undergone their common Undi- 
on there, and come forth uncured, 
that would chufe rather to dye than 
to go thither again to repeat the fame 
courfe; and you may well think, that 
the tractation of Patients in places of 
common reception managed by falary 
Officers, is much Inferiour to the en- 
deavours of a private Phyfician that is 
otherwife concerned for Cures. 

And fays Forefius , Ego non poffum 
fatis admirari. [cannot but wonder 
at their manner of curing in the Hof- 
pital of Delphs ten together (hut up in 
a Chamber; and anointed all with the 
fame Oyntment for five days together, 
ferving them all alike : hence it is 
their Church-yards are fo well filled 
with dead bodies. But he does not 
altogether condemn this way of Cure 
when occafion requires 5 but blames 
the inconfiderate ufe thereof to all 
promifcuoully without diftin&tion and 
confideration had of their peculiar and 
different cafes. 

And this Author relates to us of a 
Taylor at Delph, having got a viru- 
lent Gonorrhea, and being 11] ufed by 
a Chirurgion, fellinto a pifling of blood 
and a confirmed Pox 5 he being fant 
Of 
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for to him , did free him from his 
bloody Urine, after which he applied 
to the Pox : and having well purged 
him , he gave him the Decottion of 
Gnajacum with Herbs and Purgatives, 
fuch as Awatus Lufitanus prefcribed 
for a Woman afflicted long with the 
Venereal Lues, Cent. 4. Curat. 15; 
which was this. R. /cob. lig. guajace 
lib. {s. polipod. querc. recent. contf-3\\j- 
fexe S){s. cort, mirabal. indor. c» che- 
bulor. ana (s. paffular. Corinth. 511). few.

But Forefi#s had not fach good fuc- 
cefs with the Taylor, although at firft 
he began to mend upon the ufe there- 
of; but afterwards relapfed, became 
confumptive, and could not continue 
the courfe of this Medicine. Some 
days after this, the Patients Thigh 
near the Knee was inflamed, and J/- 
brand, a Chirurgion of the Hofpital, 
would undertake to cure him 5 and 
finding that other means had not pre- 
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vailed, refolved to try the Unétion; 
and did anoint him with a Mercurial 
Foreft. de Uoguent, which cured him of theZzes3 
cpg but his Leg after theUnction was con- 
fervat.rg: tracted and drawn up backwards, that 
he was forced to ufe a Wooden Leg, 
and could have no help for it by ezol- 

lient Plaifters or other means. 
And ourAuthor gives us another ac- 
Gifervar, Count of a Patient,that had been long 
a afflicted with the Venereal difeafe,and 
could not receive help by Decoéfions : 
was afterwards cured by Uzxéion: 
and that was a Mafter ofa Ship at the 
Briel, that for. nine years had deep 
Ulcers in his Leg and Thighs , and 
was under the hands of feveral Phy- 
ficians and Chirurgions in vain. To- 
wards the latter end of Apri] he came to 
Foreftvs , who undertook the Cure. 
Firft, he gave them a Lexitive , after- 
wards ordered a Vein to be opened, 
to fee his blood, and let out $vj. The 
Poo, 28. Of April he appointed this. ZR. fol.

in curing : And thisis thought a leat- 
ned and fafe way to be governed by 
Authors and their Traditions, handed 
thus from one another  witnefs the 
Files of Bills in the Shops, which pe- 
dantick Recipe’s and incongruous 
Compofitions do imitate the unrefor= 
med Exemplars of their Predecet- 
fors that were no Pharmacopeetans. 
And indeed it cannot otherwife be 
expected, fince Phyficians (very im- 
prudently and pernicioufly ) have caft 
off their proper charge and main dus 
ty, the preparation and improvement 
of Medicines by their own hands and, 
diligent infpection over all that ap- 
pertains to that Work (as it was the 
cuftom of the Ancients ) the neglect 
whereof hath rendred them incapable 
to fee and correct ‘the gtofs'errours of 
traditional Book»Medicines.: Indee 
we might expe a good improvement 
and fuccels in Medicines, if Phyfici= 
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ans were their own Operators in 
Pharmacy (fuch as a late ingenious

experimental knowledge, difdain the 


tranfcribing of Medicines out of Books, 
whofe Authors were not expert Phar- 
macopeians: and {uch were moft of 
thefe (though mem§of Note) now 
baid before you to deliberate on. I 
would advife thofe that are not well 
knowing in the Nature of the Afzteria 
Medica, and fkillful in the due prepa- 
ration of Medicines, that they be not 
too bold in venturing upon every Me- 
dicine that is here prefcribed 5 for 
there are fome frivolous and fallaci- 
ous, others dangerous: and that they 
be not too confiding in the Methods 
propofed. . To ranfack throughly, to 
examine nicely and ftrictly their fail- 
ings 3 what reafon they carry andim- 
port by their defignment ; what Cha- 
racter Our Experience may put upon 
them , from former tryals and adven- 
tures upon fuch like Medicines ( my
